would not only udd to the value of 
fleeces, but increase the trade pf tlie 
manufacturers by broadening tbe Ima* 
of business, are amply justified by re- 
cent events 
Wages in the woolen and 


wonted industry of Rhode Island were 
increased 1% to 13 per cent this mouth, 
the second advance in that state within 
fliree mouths, and these ttdv;u«ws WPre 
voluntary. Equal improvement iu wages 
was experi«uced by all other New Eng- 
land woolen, worsted a))d cotton opera- 
tives, notably tfao.se at Lawrewca, tx>w- 
ell, Nashua and Manchester, along ths 
Memmao.

•gainst tbe new tariff the calamity 
howling organa fall into the must con- 
tradictory and ludicrous ponitious. aays 
the Philadelphia Kvcord. ln<iutj:ind the 
MJ!*e breath they a^crt that tho tariff 
is ruining the woolen Industrie* uf the 
country and that tbe enormous impor- 
tation of wool is death toUieep growing 
on tho Rocky mountain rangea. They 
next assert that tbe euormooa increase 
in importations of "shoddy" (which 
they ettirntoto at 1.000 per oeut I) ia de- 
stroying the production of woolen fabrics 
— a stntement whicli may be left to the 
slandered manufacturer* themselves. 
As the importation of shoddy WM prac- 
tically prohibited by the McKiuley tar- 
iff, this percentage trick is as shallow 
as it is dishonest 


But the organs do not mention that 


the imports of rags, waste, itoils and 
other materials of shoddy do not amount 
to more than 7 % percent of the free 
imports of wool under the new tariff. 
This fact would completely destroy tbe 
trick of percentages. Nor do they men- 
tion that the imported material* of 
shoddy cost American manufacturers 
by the pound 83 per cent more than 
roost of the wool imported under the 
McKinley law. 
Nor yet do they even 


mention that the importations of wool 
now consist for the most part of tlie fin- 
est toreigu fleeces, which formerly sel- 
duiu reached the mills of this country. 


As for the poor woolgrowers, the 


enormous annual slaughter of sheep for 
tlie American consumers of mutton is 
attributed by the calamity organs to the 
destructive influence of the new tariff. 
If no domestic w uul should be used by 
American manufacturers, sheep growing 
would still be profitable in this country 
for its meat. With most American farm- 
ers who raise sheep the wool is the least 
consideration. But with the enormous 
destruction of domestic sheep, and with 
the enormous importations of wool, 
what has become of all the wool if tbe 
woolen industries have been as ruthless- 
ly destroyed as the calamity howlers 
assert? The manufacturers must have 
eaten the wool along with tho mutton m 
order to engage exclusively iu the pro- 
duction of shoddy fabrics! In their 
eagerness to misrepresent the new tariff 
its enemies are incapable of perceiving 
the absurdities in which they are in- 
volving themselves. 


But what do the calamity organs ex- 


pect to accomplish by their rt^klew. agi- 
tation against the wool (-ehedule of the 
new tariff' 
Do they imagine tliat the 


consumers or the manufacturers of this 
country will ever consent to a restorai 
tion of the .MeKiiiley duties on woolens 
or to tbe removal of wool from, the free 
bfct'r If they entertain such a foolish no- 
tion, let them go ask the manufacturers 
themselves. It is possible that a wool- 
ew manufacturer Jierc an(* there, in con- 
sulting prejudice or party fcpirit, may 
express a desire to return to McKinlejr- 
ism. 
But the great body of the manu- 


facturers will het their faces like flmv 
agaiottt a restoration of the wool dunes, 
even though it should }» attended by 
the lure of a revival of He Km ley rates 
ou woolous. They have seen and frit th« 
effects ot ilcJvinlejihm m its tempta- 
fciou* to fraudulent valuations and 
smuggling- 


It is pot conceivable that those wide 


awake captains of American industry 
would give up the advantage which the 
new tariff has secured them iu opening, 
for the firs,t tirue, the market* of the 
worjd for their raw materials.

They 
ghoold be able to go at the rate of eight 
link* an hour if required, but rarely are 
they called on to do it. Fi\e to six 
milus an hour is about the average pace 
of calling or chopping vehicles. High 
stepping is rix|umd, but exti-^ive action 
is not desirable, for the work is almost 
entirely over stones, and unless tbe ac- 
tion be very nicely poised and balanced 
tbe pounding will be detrimental But 
the feet must be picked up with a snap 
and hocks and knee* mm>t play in at- 
tractive fat.hion. A low and leggy gait 
u not permissible even in a town horse 
which spends a good part of his time 
standing still in front of store or man- 
sion. 
on this acconnt, hu\Vr>or, he 


must be a good looker when standing, 
possessing enough size and fiabt»tanoe to 
fit the vehicle and enough carriage and 
fmi.sh to attract attention and comport 
with the elegance of tbe appointments. 


Tho park horse, on the contrary, is 


distinctly a show horse in action. Here 
we must have bold style and flash action 
above all rise. Even directs la confor- 
mation, such as a, hollow back or plain 
quarters, may be overlooked if the horse 
can get himself up and go on air. He 
most make a show whenever going. In- 
deed park tiding in our cities may be 
called "the passing show." Tho pole 
chains must be jingled merrily, knees 
must be dashed to the chin and hocks 
well flexed. Pace is not required here. 
Those w ho affect this style of driving 
ar^ the observed of all observers and do 
not care ti puna too quickly from the 
ught of the crowd. 


The park horee should be able to trot 


at the rate of eight or ten miles an hour, 
but that pace will not often be asked of 
him, and then only for a short distance. 
Park driving is ordinarily done at the 
rate of six miles an hour, and a faster 
gait scarcely comports with the excess- 
ive action that is desired or the dignity 
which should attend a family airing. 
Of conrbe if the park hone be perfect in 
conformation and handsome in finish 
Well as flash in action he IB all the more 
valuable, but the highest steppers will 
frequently be found » bit down in tlie 
back. 


The road horse for cart, mail phaeton, 


break or coa«h must have sufficient sub- 
stance and «ha$eliness and bold, trw 
action, but neither the high finish o: 
the town horse nor the excessive action 
of the park horse is absolutely neces- 
sary." He must havo pace, however. A 
road hor^e is going boiuewhere. He has 
iu.-taace before him and weight behind 
him, and hence ho must have as much 
substance and strength as the town and 
park hoi>e and more pace. A road horse 
should go along at the rnto of 10 to 12 
miles an hour, and when called on to 
go home in a hurry a real good horse 
should be able to co\er 14 miles in an 
hour. But this is for from tlie speed of 
the American light roadster to the piano 
box road wagon. It is the difference be- 
tween a 2 .;!<i gait and a 4 minute gait. 


These distinctions in the use of the 


hiRh stepping horse have never been 
sharply set forth in a prize list until tho 
appearance <>f the list for the 1895 Phil- 
adelphia hoi be hhow, and much credit 
is due this, association for its clearing of

Brooks told him he would do so, and 
would go up to his room after he quit 
work. 
Breckinridge went on up- 


stairs and talked to Goff a while, 
waiting for Brooks to come and join 
them. He had not come at a late 
hour, and they

and went to sleep, a storm raging 
and beating upon the metal root 
overhead, 
rendering conversation 


with young Breckinridge, who is al- 
most entirely deaf, very difficult. 


The following morning, Hughes 


rushed into the room and told them 
that Brooks had been murdered. 
The three hastened 
down and 


found the cashier lying on his face, 
his body half way in the vault, which 
was open. Brooks bad been shot in 
tbe hack. Near his body was a re- 
volver stolen from 
Breckinrldge's 


room twelve days before. 


The first thought was that Brooks 


had been killed in order that tbe safe 
might be robbed, but there were im 
portant reasons for believing other- 
wise. One was, that while tbe mur- 
derer, as it was afterward ascertained, 
bad taken $10,000 in bills from one of 
the drawers in the vault, be had left 
more than three times that sum in 
the same drawer which he could have 
stolen just as easily as he took the 
smaller amount. 


One singular feature of the case, 


however, was the fact that the safe 
was open at all. The most rigid rule 
of the establishment was that the 
big vault should be closed and locked 
every afternoon at 5 o'clock, in the 
presence of every man in tiie build- 
ing, and that no one, from the high 
est to the lowest, should open it until 
the next morning, when it WAS un 
locked in the presence of all. This 
deepened the mystery all the more.
